New York, Jan. 22.— Assemblyman 
William Sulzer, deposed governor of 
New York state, testified before Chief 
Maigstrate McAdoo in the John Doe 
proceedings that Fnited States Sena­ 
tor O’Gorman urged him to deny the 
request of Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tammany leader, that James E. Gaff­ 
ney be 
appointed 
commissioner of 
highways. 
He swore that in doing so 
the senator described Gaffney as Mur­ 
phy’* chief bagman and denounced 
him as the man who had attempted to 
obtain a contribution of $150,000 from 
James C. Stewart while the bids of 
the Stewart company on state work 
were pending before the canal board. 
He declared that Senator O’Gorman 
told him Gaffney would have got away 
with the contribution had not he gone 
to Murphy and told him that if he did 
not call Gaffney off he would expose 
J the Tammany leader. 
Sulzer averred 
that O'Gorman described Murphy as 
j trying to sidestep his accusation, and 
said he could not because he told the 
Tammany leader that Gaffney would 
not go up against anybody unless Mur­ 
phy told him to. 
This talk, according to Sulzer, took 
place in Washington on March 3 of 
last year. It was on the following day, 
said Sulzer, that Murphy made his an­ 
nouncement that it was “ Gaffney or 
war.” 
That he described as the be­ 
ginning of the fight with the Demo­ 
cratic organization which ended with 
his impeachment and removal from 
office. But it was before that Murphy, 
according to Sulzer, had given him the 
word that if he attempted to interfere 
with the “ invisible government.’’ hi; 
administration 
would 
be 
wrecked. 
This was made plain to him, sa d Mr. 
Sulzer, when he went to 3eo Murphy 
after he had sent a telegram to the 
canal board holding up the rejection 
of the .bid of the James Stewart com­ 
pany. 
He declared that after .Murphy 
had berated him for interfering with 
the canal board’s action the Tammany 
leader asked him if Senator O'Gorman 
had not put him up to sending the tel­ 
egram. 
He said Murphy warned him 
not to do anything in the future un­ 
less he consulted him, and that if he 
did he would find his administration 
tumbling about his ears. 
“ That,” testified the former gover­ 
nor, “ was the first revelation I had of 
the workings of the ’invisible govern­ 
ment.’ 
And I said to Mr. Murphy, ‘I 
want to tell you now that when I go 
to Albany I am going to be right and 
I am going to be governor, and the 
quicker you understand it the better.’ ” 
“ And what did Mr. Murphy say?” 
asked the district attorney. 
“ He said. “ Is that so? 
You’ll wind 
up damn quick if you do 
“ Did he say anything else?” 
“ When I said I was going to he the 
governor he said, U k e hell you are.’ 
I said to Mr. Murphy, ‘The people 
have elected me governor and I in­ 
tend to be the governor,’ and Mr. .Mur­ 
phy looked at me and said, 
‘Well, 
you'll make a hell of a governor.’ ” 
There was a roar of laughter a; Mr. 
Sulzer solemnly repeated this conver­ 
sation. 
Parts of Sulzer's story had been 
told before in interviews; but this was 
his first opportunity to tell under oath 
of the circumstances that led to hi3 
removal from office. 
He went into it 
thoroughly, describing 
every 
detail. 
H i3 memory slipped at times, but un­ 
der the questions of Mr. Whitman he 
was brought back to the main theme. 
which was the disclosure of the iden­ 
tity of the man who tried to get $ 150,- 
000 from James C. Stewart for cam­ 
paign purposes when there was no 
campaign.

THE INDIANA MINE INDUSTRY 


M ild W e a th e r Has Led to an U n p rec­ 


edented Dullness. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 22 —The un 
precpdentedly dull season with the 
Indiana mining Industry, caused by 
mild weather, continues. 
N u since 
Dec. I 
has there been demand for 
enough r< a1 to keep the 21,000 men 
at work more than half time. “ I never 
saw the mines as dull as they are now 
for this time of the year,” said W il­ 
liam Houston, president of the Indiana 
Fnited Mine Workers. “ Men through­ 
out the district are working an aver­ 
age of half time. 
I think, however, 
that work will pick up. There is a re­ 
ported increase in the iron industry 
at Gary, and with increase in the iron 
industry 
the 
mining 
industry 
will 
grow’ better.” 
Indiana operators say prices con­ 
tinue down almost to summer figures. 
This is true of industrial steam coal 
as well as of domestic used for heat­ 
ing purposes and supi>osedIy more af­ 
fected by the moderate weather of the 
winter season. 
At the present rate of 
output the Indiana production for the 
state's fiscal year ending Sept. 30 next, 
is likely to fall several million tons 
below* the production for the last fiscal 
year, 17,2 46,000 tons, bituminous and 
block. 
One of the anomalous features in 
the situation i; that neither operator 
nor miner apparently is concerned 
about a suspension of work before the 
new wage contract comes in effect. 
The men, it i3 said, do not expect to 
ask for an advance and the operators 
do not expect to ask for a reduction.
